Says Tliey Should Have AH Privl- 
legcn of Tiiited States CltlxcnH. 
The war between the two factions of 


our protected manufacturers goes mer- 
rily on. One faction believes that the 
Hawaiian Islanders became full ficuged 
Americans as soon as -we annexed Ha- 
waii and that they should be charged 
full American prices for ail goods or- 
dered from our manufacturers. 
The 


other faction believes that it is impos- 
sible to make full blooded Americans 
of these benighted foreigners with one 
stroke of the legislative pen and that a 
little time should be allowed for them 
to evolute up to a full appreciation of 
the blessings of American citizenship, 
including our high tariff trust prices. 
These manufacturers, therefore, as- 
sume that the Hawailaas prefer low 
prices and put them on their special or 
foreign price list, which permits them 
to get our goods at a saving of from 
10 per eciit to SO per cent on the cost to i 
ordinary Americans.

as foreigners is selling goods in Hono- 
lulu at such low prices that great quan- 
tities of them are being brought back 
to California and sold there at a profit 
In competition with similar goods 011 
which freight has not been paid to 
Honolulu and return.

to such fruits was coritinod to the 
acheuo-s or seeds o£ tho stnuvbcrry. 
TIio pulpy mass or receptacle was in 
at) case injured, and thy surface of tin: 
pulp did not become blackened or show 
any" other chanyei: which would indi- 
cate injiiry from the frost. The seeds 
in varieties which suilVred injury were 
killed by the frost and rapidly showed 
discoloration and a dccompusitiya 01 
their tissues. 


Upon studying thin sections r>t in- 


jured and uninjured strawberries of 
different varieties at the same imma- 
ture stages of development it was 
found that in those varieties which did 
not sutfor from frost the seeds were 
more di.-oply tml'oddt'd in the sulistitncf 
o!! t!;e puip tha-i w;is (he case in those 
varieties which were injured. In iiiese 
varieties in which tin; seeus were so 
deeply imbedded in tho pulp that they 
wen; protected frimi the frost by :; lay- 
er of tissue tho provruilint: styles or 
tips of the pistils were hilled by the 
frost, as in the case of varieties where 
the seeds were also killed. It was 
noted however, that, although the sur- 
face of (he lierry at iirst inhibited the 
blackened tips of styles, the fruit ;'ri- 
ceeded -n-itii its dcvelopjiif-nt. and ulfi- 
matoly all trace of the injury disap- 
penrid.

From the approach of Thauksgiving 


on till after the wiutes- holidays the 
dressing of poultry takes ou much im- 
portance. There are two methods of 
dressing ducks for market, by dry 
picking aud by scalding, and these 
U^ve beea described by an authority on 
the subject ns follows: Both of these. 
methods are good and are being suc- 
cessfully, employed by the largest rais- 
ers. Some have a preference for dry 
picking and others for scalding, and it 
only becomes a matter of taste which 
method Is used. When bH'Os ure dress- 
ed by scalding, they should he dipped 
several times or until the feathers 
come out easily. The back should be 
dipped in the water first. After scald- 
Ing wipe them as dry as possible with 
a sponge and pick the breast feathers 
first A bird when dressed for market 
has left on it tbe feathers on the wing, 
tlie tail feathers and the feathers ou 
head and neck. The legs are left on,

carried on at the Oregon station to de- 


nipf the value of pumpkins .as a 


part r-'Jon for boss with ;be following 
results; They wore foil frotu Oct. 10 to 
Dec. 23. The pumpkins were cooked, 
and shorts were added to make the 
food palatable. 
The hogs gained 4!>9 


pounds and consumed 7,523 pounds of 
pumpkins and 024 pounds of shorts. 
Placing the pumpkins at S2.50 per ton 
aud tbo shorts at Sli! per ton. the total 
cost would bc'?I-l,94. This makes the 
cost of 100 pounds of grain in lire 
weight 52. This Is tlie cheapest pork 
produced from uny combination of food 
materials tested at the Ore-son station. 
The pumpkins were valued at tlie es- 
timated cost of .production. The pork 
produced by this feed was pronounced 
first class for bacon purposes.

hogs "were healthy and wero never off 
their Seed throughout the feeding pe- 
riod.
